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REPORT   OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


Boston,  January  2,   1928. 

Hon.  Malcolm  E.  Nichols, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trus- 
tees of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following 
report  of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1927. 

This  is  the  sixty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Sana- 
torium Division,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station, 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station  and  the  Convalescent 
Home  in  Dorchester. 

In  March,  1927,  the  City  Council  passed  an  order 
which  was  approved  by  the  Mayor,  transferring  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Sana- 
torium to  the  Trustees  of  The  Boston  City  Hospital. 
On  April  1,  1927,  the  Boston  Sanatorium  became  the 
Sanatorium  Division  of  the  Hospital  Department. 
This  Division,  formerly  the  Consumptives'  Hospital 
Department,  was  established  in  the  year  1906.  It  is 
situated  on  River  street  in  Mattapan,  where  an  admin- 
istration building  and  various  ward  buildings  house 
422  beds  for  the  care  of  patients  suffering  with  tuber- 
culosis. The  grounds  contain  nearly  51  acres.  The 
annual  report  of  this  department  for  the  year  1927 
appears  in  a  separate  volume. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  6, 
1927,  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as 
president  and  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Forsyth  as  secretary. 

In  May  Dr.  Henry  S.  Rowen  was  reappointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1932. 
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Expenditures. 
The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $2,049,075.25.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses  $1,417,514.84  was  expended  upon  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $193,409.32  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $301,781.52  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $79,889.84  on  account  of  the 
Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station;  $38,897.85  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station;  and  $17,581.88  for 
the  Convalescent  Home.  Of  the  amount  spent  on 
Pathological  Laboratory,  $45,013.73,  $38,711.81  is  in- 
cluded in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures,  $1,800.55 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  $4,501.37  in  the 
South  Department  expenditures.  The  entire  amount 
spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory,  $60,- 
276.78,  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures. 
Of  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photo- 
graphic Department,  $61,421.45,  $28,868.08  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $32,553.37  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  De- 
partment of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $19,823.94,  $1,784.15 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $18,039.79  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent 
on  the  Clinical  Laboratory,  $9,651.22,  $2,412.80  is 
charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $7,238.42  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Blood  Laboratory,  $2,370.21,  $1,493.23  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $876.98  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Immunology,  $5,121.64,  $102.43  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $5,019.21  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Depart- 
ment of  Oral  Surgery,  $1,482.51,  $326.15  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper  and  $1,156.36  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Social  Work,  $21,274.11,  $9,786.09  is  charged  to  the 
hospital    proper    and    $11,488.02    to   the    Out-Patient 
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Department,  the  Social  Work  of  the  South  Department 
being  almost  entirely  financed  by  the  private  committee 
during  the  year.  Of  the  amount  spent  in  ascertaining 
the  settlement  of  patients,  $1,715.79,  SI, 561.37  was 
spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $154.42  on  the  South 
Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title  "Main  Hospital." 

The  methods  of  obtaining  the  per  capita  cost  in  the 
various  departments  are  shown  in  Tables  No.  1  and 
No.  2  of  the  Superintendent's  report.  From  the  total 
operating  expenses  are  deducted  the  increases  in  stock 
on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  over  that  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  (or  the  decreases  are  added,  as  the  case 
may  require).  There  is  also  deducted  the  cost  of  per- 
manent improvements  and  other  extraordinary  expendi- 
tures (installation  of  duplicate  oil-burning  equipment, 
of  laundry  machinery,  also  ventilating  system  in  laun- 
dry, double  drive  gates  at  laundry  entrance,  elevator 
landing  fronts,  also  two  new  elevators,  two  new  toilet 
rooms,  screens  on  operating  floor,  pipe  railing  around 
two  buildings,  wire  inclosures  in  meat  and  fruit  store 
rooms,  hot  water  coffee  pressure  storage  tank,  painting 
Nurses'  Home,  also  connecting  kitchen  fixtures  there, 
excavating  space  under  Wards  F,  G  and  H,  also  care  of 
obstetrical  cases  in  other  hospitals).  This  gives  the 
amount  properly  chargeable  to  maintenance.  This  cost 
of  maintenance  is  divided  by  the  number  of  days' 
board  given  ward  patients  or  the  number  of  visits  of 
out-patients,  to  obtain  the  per  capita  cost  per  patient. 

The  per  capita  cost  at  the  hospital  proper  was  $4.31 
per  day  for  ward  patients;  at  the  South  Department, 
$3.96;  but  taking  the  hospital  proper  and  the  South 
Department  together,  the  per  capita  cost  per  ward 
patient  was  $4.25.  At  the  Convalescent  Home,  the  per 
capita  cost  per  patient  was  $4.54  per  day.  The  cost  of 
out-patients  per  visit  was  71  cents  at  the  hospital 
proper,  $2.58  at  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station 
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and  $1.59  at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station.  The  cost 
of  uncooked  food  supplies  for  the  hospital  in  all  its 
departments  has  been  $3.45  per  person  per  week  or 
49  cents  per  day. 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes  the  sum  of 
$184,472.78,  itemized  as  follows:  There  was  received 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the  board 
of  patients  at  the  hospital  proper,  $21,078.53;  from 
various  cities  and  towns  for  hospital  proper,  $24,109.24; 
collected  at  the  Superintendent's  Office,  on  account  of 
private  room,  ward  and  Out-Patient  Department  pay- 
ing patients,  $106,435.21,  of  which  $14,352.13  was  from 
insurance  cases;  for  board  of  paying  patients  at  the 
South  Department,  $5,655.42;  on  account  of  ward  and 
Out-Patient  Department  paying  patients  at  the  Hay- 
market  Square  Relief  Station,  $3,703.15,  of  which 
$2,018.75  was  from  insurance  cases;  on  account  of  ward 
and  Out-Patient  Department  paying  patients  at  the 
East  Boston  Relief  Station,  $289.10,  $224.87  of  this 
being  from  insurance  cases.  There  was  also  collected 
in  all  departments  $5,361  on  account  of  insurance 
cases,  $2,623  of  this  being  from  X-ray  cases  and  $2,738 
being  from  clinical  record  fees. 

There  has  also  been  collected  for  the  hospital  by  the 
Health  Department,  for  the  care  of  contagious  cases  at 
the  South  Department,  and  paid  to  the  City  Collector 
the  additional  sum  of  $17,723.13.  $88,241.60  of  the 
income  from  paying  patients  was  collected  by  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Public  Welfare.  The  revenue  was  increased 
$15,447  by  X-ray  charges;  it  was  increased  $9,207.55 
by  Physio-therapy  charges.  It  was  also  increased 
$40,629.50  by  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  electro- 
cardiograms, issuing  of  ex-officio  statements,  circum- 
cisions, dental  fees,  record  fees  and  payment  of  nurses' 
board.  This  does  not  include  the  figures  of  the  Sana- 
torium Division. 
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A  table  showing  the  revenue  received  from  paying 
patients,  interest  on  trust  funds,  sale  of  old  material 
and  other  sources,  will  be  found  on  page  126  of  the 
Superintendent's  report.

Hospital  Buildings,  Plans,  etc. 
Of  the  appropriation  of  $180,000  granted  for  plans, 
sketches,  architects'  fees,  etc.,  for  new  buildings,  $149,000 
has  been  issued.  Through  December  31,  1927,  $119,- 
922.35  has  been  expended  in  connection  with  Maternity 
Building,  additions  and  alterations  to  Nurses'  Home 
and  Power  Plant,  New  Surgical  Building,  House  Officers' 
Building  and  alterations  to  Medical  Pavilion  (Wards 
F,  G  and  H). 
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Nurses'  Home. 

The  new  wings  of  the  Nurses'  Home,  Boston  City 
Hospital,  constructed  in  1927,  are  located  at  the  corner 
of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Harrison  avenue,  between 
and  connected  to  the  Vose  House  and  the  old  Nurses' 
Home.  The  wings  north  of  the  Vose  House  and  east 
of  the  old  Nurses'  Home  are  six  stories  in  height,  of  red 
brick  and  stone  trim  to  match  existing  work,  and  the 
swimming  pool  wing,  between  Vose  House  and  old 
Nurses'  Home,  is  one  story  in  height. 

The  interior  of  the  basement  floor  and  sections  of 
other  floors  of  the  Vose  House  have  been  remodeled  and 
new  elevator  installed.  A  new  entrance  from  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  to  a  remodeled  lobby  in  the  basement 
of  this  building,  lecture  rooms,  demonstration  ward, 
laboratory,  and  other  improvements  have  been  made  on 
this  floor.  The  swimming  pool,  showers,  lockers,  filtra- 
tion room,  laundry  are  located  in  basement  of  swim- 
ming pool  wing.  On  this  same  floor  in  the  remaining 
new  wing  is  located  a  dining  room  and  serving  room, 
elevator  and  stair  halls,  and  an  underground  corridor 
connects  at  this  point  with  the  building  Wards  F,  G 
and  H.  Switchboard  room,  valve  room,  soiled  linen 
room  and  other  services  are  located  in  this  vicinity. 

In  the  Vose  House  on  the  first  floor  the  reception 
hall  has  been  enlarged  and  remodeled  and  a  matron's 
suite  and  other  additional  rooms  provided.  The  new 
wing  and  new  connecting  wing  layout  on  this  floor  is 
practically  typical  for  these  locations  on  all  floors. 
Provision  has  been  made  for  nurses'  rooms,  toilets  and 
baths,  tea  kitchens,  sitting  rooms  and  reception  rooms, 
superintendent's  suite,  linen  closets  and  maids'  closets 
with  the  stair  towers  located  at  the  ends  and  middle  of 
wings,  and  elevator  centrally  located. 

On  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  of  the  Vose 
House,  new  toilets,  baths,  linen  closets,  maids'  closets 
and  storerooms  have  been  included  in  the  section 
adjoining  the  new  connecting  wing. 
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This  building  has  been  occupied  by  nurses  since 
August,  1927,  although  it  was  not  completed  until 
December  1,  1927.

Maternity  Building. 

The  formal  opening  of  the  new  Gynecological  and 
Obstetrical  Building  was  held  in  the  Cheever  Amphi- 
theatre on  March  4,  1927,  Dr.  George  G.  Sears  presiding. 

Dr.  Reuben  Peterson  of  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  spoke 
on  the  advance  in  the  practice  of  obstetrics  and  gyne- 
cology since  the  year  1888,  when  he  was  a  House  Officer 
in  this  Hospital.  Dr.  Francis  Donahue  of  the  City 
Health  Department,  spoke  for  his  Honor  Mayor  Nichols. 

On  Friday,  March  18,  1927,  the  first  patients  were 
moved  into  the  building.  These  were  surgical  cases 
brought  from  Ward  W  on  account  of  the  demolishing 
of  Ward  W  to  furnish  a  site  for  the  new  Surgical  Build- 
ing. The  first  gynecological  case  was  admitted  on 
March  28,  and  the  first  maternity  case  on  April  1,  1927.

The  appointment  clinics,  which  were  started  during 
the  year  1926,  have  been  found  so  well  suited  to  the 
needs  of  patients  and  doctors,  and  add  so  much  to  the 
successful  administration  of  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ments, that  practically  all  clinics  have  been  reorganized 
on  an  appointment  basis.  In  the  male  surgical  clinic, 
where  the  attendance  is  over  one  hundred  patients  a 
day,  over  80  per  cent  of  the  patients  kept  their  appoint- 
ments during  the  month  of  November,  1927. 

The  check-up  system  on  patients'  records  —  to  see 
that  each  is  complete,  with  doctor's  signature,  diagnosis, 
X-ray  and  Wassermann  reports,  etc.  —  has  proved 
highly  successful.  One  clerk  devotes  her  time  to  the 
work  of  looking  over  these  records  which  number  about 
eight  hundred  a  day. 

The  check-up  of  all  new  patients  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  that  they  have  never  been  registered  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department,  has  been  continued. 
This  work  prevents  duplication  of  records.  The  pho- 
netic index  has  proven  invaluable  in  this  work,  which 
would  have  been  almost  impossible  to  accomplish  with 
the  old-fashioned  alphabetical  index. 

In  1926  the  Trustees  decided  to  charge  a  fee  of 
fifty  cents  a  treatment  in  the  Physical  Therapeutics 
Department.  These  collections,  from  February  14, 
1927,  when  they  were  begun,  to  December  31,  1927, 
amounted  to  $9,325.55,  including  SI  18  for  insurance 
cases. 

An  economic  survey  of  all  new  out-patients  was 
started  in  December,  1927.  The  aim  of  the  work  is  to 
determine  the  ability  of  patients  to  pay  either  a  private 
physician  or  a  dispensary  fee.  This  work  has  not  yet 
been  completed  but  we  hope  next  year  to  have  an  inter- 
esting article  on  this  subject. 

During  1927,  the  attendance  of  visiting  physicians 
and  surgeons  has  shown  a  distinct  improvement,  not 
only  as  to  number  of  days  on  duty,  but  also  as  to  the 
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increased  average  length  of  stay  in  the  clinic  per  day. 
This  results  not  only  in  better  medical  and  surgical 
work,  but  also  in  an  improved  general  morale  through- 
out the  entire  Out-Patient  Department. 

During  1926,  provisions  were  made  for  the  establish- 
ment of  follow-up  clinics  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Its  aim  is  to  afford  members  of  the  House  Staff  an 
opportunity  to  carry  on  investigations  in  any  particular 
group  of  cases  in  which  they  are  interested.  During 
1927,  considerable  enthusiasm  was  shown  by  members 
of  the  House  Staff  in  this  work.  The  fracture  follow-up 
clinic  was  well  organized,  and  representatives  from 
each  service  are  now  seeing  their  cases  on  a  given  day 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Several  other  members 
of  the  Staff  have  shown  interest  in  this  work,  and  have 
begun  to  see  cases  in  the  follow-up  clinics  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department. 

In  March,  1927,  an  appointment  clinic  was  started 
in  the  Medical  Out-Patient  Department.  This  clinic  is 
affiliated  with  three  Medical  Schools  —  Harvard,  Tufts, 
and  Boston  University.  It  is  divided  into  two  sections, 
male  and  female.  Each  section  receives  two  students 
from  each  school,  making  six  students  in  each  section. 
Students  report  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning.  With 
the  old  system  there  was  never  sufficient  material  for 
the  students  to  work  on  at  the  time  of  their  arrival. 
This  resulted  in  all  students  coming  late,  and  in  few, 
if  any,  activities  commencing  in  the  Medical  Out- 
Patient  Department  before  quarter  of  ten.  These 
students  are  obliged  by  their  schools  to  leave  at  approx- 
imately 11.30  so  that  the  late  start  in  the  morning 
shortened  the  day,  resulting  in  little  being  accomplished. 
Under  the  appointment  system  new  patients  are  given 
exact  appointments.  Each  student  has  a  room  assigned 
him  for  his  work.  His  first  patient  arrives  at  nine 
o'clock  by  appointment.  He  is  given  one  hour  for 
history  and  a  physical  examination.  At  the  expiration 
of  this  time  one  of  the  visiting  physicians  arrives  and 
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sees   the   case   with   the   student.     This   gives   to   the 
student  the  very  best  possible  type  of  medical  instruction. 

Medical  Department. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  work  of  the  department, 
much  teaching  has  been  done  in  the  wards.  The  usual 
studies  in  diabetes,  nephritis,  gastro-intestinal  diseases, 
tonsillectomy  in  rheumatism  and  other  diseases  have 
been  carried  on. 

Six  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-three  ward 
patients  have  been  treated  in  the  Medical  Services. 
Seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-eight  out- 
patients have  been  treated.  Twenty-two  thousand 
seven  hundred  seventy  visits  have  been  made  by  these 
out-patients  to  the  Hospital  for  treatment  and  advice. 

Surgical  Department. 

The  report  of  the  Surgical  Department  is  that  of 
harmony  and  hard  work.  The  grade  of  work  has  been 
definitely  more  satisfactory  than  any  previous  year 
since  the  war,  due  largely  to  steadily  improving  co- 
operation of  the  Staff. 

Including  the  fracture  and  the  genito-urinary  cases, 
18,401  out-patients  have  been  treated  and  8,214  acci- 
dent cases  have  been  cared  for.  These  out-patients 
exclusive  of  the  accident  cases  made  89,819  visits  for 
advice  and  treatment.  Seven  thousand  nine  hundred 
ninety-nine  ward  patients  have  been  treated. 

Gynecological  and  Obstetrical  Service. 

The  Gynecological  and  Obstetrical  Service  reports 
a  busy  year.  On  March  28  the  gynecological  cases 
were  moved  into  the  new  building  and  on  April  1,  the 
obstetric  cases  were  also  moved. 

During  the  year  1,409  gynecological  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  House.  The  operative  work  performed 
was  as  follows:  Abdominal  operations  281;  vaginal 
plastic   operations   68;    minor   operations   652.     There 
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were  1,053  deliveries  in  the  House.  The  Out-Patient 
Department  referred  635  of  these  cases  to  the  House, 
leaving  418  cases  coming  from  other  sources.  In  the 
Gynecological  and  Obstetrical  Out-Patient  Department 
the  total  number  of  new  patients  treated  during  the 
year  was  1,965.  The  complete  number  of  visits  of  new 
and  old  patients  was  7,668. 

The  work  of  the  Visiting  Staff,  the  House  Staff  and 
the  Nursing  Staff  has  been  satisfactory.  Helpful  co- 
operation has  been  obtained  from  the  Department  of 
Social  Service. 

Lectures  to  Nurses  have  again  been  given  by  the 
Visiting  Staff,  36  in  obstetrics  and  6  in  gynecology. 
Teaching  for  the  Harvard  Medical  School  in  Gynecology 
and  Obstetrics  and  for  the  Tufts  Medical  School  in 
Obstetrics  has  continued. 

The  Department  has  appreciated  with  keen  delight 
the  new  opportunities  for  increased  accomplishment  of 
work  with  greater  efficiency  in  the  new  building. 

Neurological  Service. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  marked  development  for 
the  Neurological  Service.  Ward  J  which  was  assigned 
to  us  in  the  early  summer  of  1926  has  been  organized 
so  that  it  now  is  a  fairly  smooth-running  ward.  On  the 
average  thirteen  patients  have  been  cared  for  continu- 
ally in  this  ward.     These  patients  are  all  male. 

We  have  had  good  House  Officers  and  the  work  has 
in  general  improved  in  its  quality.  There  has  been  a 
fairly  rapid  turn-over  of  patients,  but  occasionally  we 
have  had  periods  when  we  have  received  too  many 
chronic  cases,  such  as  old  hemiplegics  who  came  to  the 
Hospital  not  because  of  their  neurological  condition, 
which  was  an  old  story,  but  because  of  their  arterio- 
sclerosis. These  patients  are  often  hard  to  dispose  of 
to  proper  institutions. 

Another  source  of  trouble  has  been  the  admission 
from  the  accident  floor  of  numerous  non-neurological 
cases,   but   this  is   a   matter   of   administration  which 
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can  be  improved  when  the  co-operation  between  the 
admitting  officer  and  our  Senior  house  officer  is  better. 

It  would  seem  that  the  ideal  situation  for  a  neuro- 
logical ward  would  be  to  consider  it  as  a  " refer  service" 
where  no  patients  are  admitted  unless  they  are  referred 
to  us  by  the  medical  or  surgical  services  of  the  Hospi- 
tal, or  specifically  referred  by  outside  doctors  who 
have  already  made  a  neurological  diagnosis.  In  this 
way,  we  could  be  of  more  use  to  the  general  hospital 
and  would  have  to  deal  less  with  emergency  cases, 
which  are  brought  in  and  often  are  really  not  of  neuro- 
logical interest.  This  has  already  been  done  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department  with  marked  success. 

The  female  part  of  the  service  has  not  been  as  well 
conducted  as  we  would  like.  This  is  because  the 
only  rooms  that  we  have  assigned  to  us  are  in  Ward  L, 
where  the  disturbed  patients  on  the  other  services 
often  trouble  our  patients  and  cause  them  to  leave 
before  we  have  sufficiently  worked  up  their  cases.  This 
trouble  will,  of  course,  be  entirely  eliminated  when 
the  new  wards  are  built. 

An  important  part  of  our  work  is  the  consultation 
work  with  the  other  services.  This  has  been  increasing 
to  a  great  extent  so  that  now  the  amount  of  work  entailed 
is  often  very  large.  As  many  as  eleven  consultations 
may  come  to  us  in  one  morning.  It  is  impossible  to  do 
justice  to  most  of  these  consultation  cases  without 
spending  at  least  a  half  to  three  quarters  of  an  hour  in 
the  examination  of  the  patient.  There  is  the  additional 
difficulty  that  often,  on  going  into  a  ward  and  finding 
a  patient  whom  we  are  to  examine,  there  is  no  history 
and  no  record  of  the  examinations  made  by  the  service. 
We  expect  to  improve  this  situation  in  the  spring  by 
adding  a  resident  neurologist  to  our  service  who  can  go 
over  these  consultations  before  the  arrival  of  the  visit- 
ing man,  assemble  all  data,  and  make  a  neurological 
examination.  As  a  result,  the  visiting  physician  can 
then  give  an  opinion  with  much  greater  accuracy  and 
more  speed. 
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The  Out-Patient  Department  has  been  going  extremely 
well.  The  number  of  patients  studied  each  day  has 
been  cut  down  a  great  deal  by  making  it  a  "  refer  clinic/ ' 
so  that  each  patient  now  receives  a  good  neurological 
examination,  and  there  is  no  unsatisfactory  and  rushed 
work. 

We  feel  that  the  neurological  services  are  developing 
in  a  solid  manner  and  that,  with  the  new  wards  and  the 
new  neuro-surgical  service,  the  outlook  is  extremely 
bright  for  a  rapid  development  along  truly  constructive 
lines. 

Aural  and  Laryngological  Department. 
During  the  past  year  3,050  ward  patients  and  4,869 
out-patients  were  treated  in  the  Ear  and  Throat  Dis- 
eases Department.     These  out-patients  made  a  total 
of  14,192  visits  to  the  Hospital  for  advice  and  treatment. 

Ophthalmic  Department. 

The  visits  made  by  patients  to  the  Ophthalmic  Out- 
Patient  Department  during  the  past  year  number  11,055, 
2,109  new  patients  having  made  these  visits.  Two 
hundred  five  ophthalmic  patients  were  treated  in  the 
wards. 

A  review  of  the  number  of  patients  treated  at  the 
House  and  Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Ophthalmic 
Service  again  emphasizes  the  fact  that  there  is  a  pressing 
need  for  permanent  beds  in  order  to  handle  cases  which 
require  House  treatment. 

Dermatological  Department. 
The  writer  is  in  a  quandary  as  to  when  to  cry  and 
when  to  laugh  over  the  product  of  the  labors  of  this 
department.  How  much  good  and  how  much  harm  has 
medicine  and  the  social  service  done  toward  solving  or 
modifying  the  social  problem  during  this  last  year.  To 
both  the  answer  is  much  and  none.  The  results  are  for 
the  most  part  only  palliating  and  temporarily  satisfying. 
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The  statistics  for  this  year  are  relatively  most  interesting 
and  lead  one  to  indulge  in  a  short  retrospection. 

In  1903  or  1904  this  clinic  numbered  some  fifteen 
cases  a  day,  old  and  new.  The  physician  kept  his  own 
records  in  a  book.  Occasionally  he  had  the  aid  of  a 
volunteer  assistant,  but  not  often.  The  great  impetus 
in  the  department  occurred  in  1908  when  the  personnel 
began,  as  it  were,  to  sit  up  and  take  notice.  During 
the  world's  war  the  service  grew  rapidly,  notwith- 
standing that  it  was  handicapped  by  scarcity  of  visiting 
physicians  and  assistants.  The  two  physicians  left  on 
duty  were  able  to  run  off  during  the  morning  eighty  or 
ninety  cases  and  finish  their  labors  about  one  or  one 
thirty  o'clock.  Today  the  clinic  is  manned  by  six 
visiting  physicians  who  have  the  aid  of  a  head  nurse, 
an  undergraduate  nurse,  a  house  officer,  a  social 
worker  and  an  appointment  clerk.  On  our  largest 
clinic  day  for  1927,  216  patients  were  seen  and  the  work 
was  finished  about  twelve  o'clock. 

The  appointment  clinic  was  inaugurated  during  the 
past  year.  This  innovation  is  a  most  efficient  and 
important  step.  It  is  one  of  the  few  social  moves  that 
help  the  visiting  physician.  The  desirability  from  the 
patients'  standpoint  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  fully 
75  per  cent  keep  their  appointment. 

The  number  of  new  patients  who  sought  the  aid  of  the 
clinic  during  the  year  was  3,061.  These  patients  made 
20,837  visits  to  the  department.  Of  this  number,  369 
were  syphilitics,  233  being  males  and  136  females. 
These  patients  made  9,427  visits  to  the  clinic,  4,960 
being  visits  of  male  patients  and  4,467  being  visits  of 
female  patients. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  statistics  is  the  large 
yearly  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  made  by  patients. 
In  1925,  the  year  the  department  moved  into  its  new 
out-patient  quarters,  the  number  of  visits  was  12,961; 
in  1926,  15,172,  and  in  1927,  20,837.  This  shows  an 
increase  in  this  last  year  over  the  preceding  one  of 
5,000  cases. 
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Early  arrival  of  the  visiting  physicians  in  the  morn- 
ing, with  their  high  degree  of  interest  and  ability  is  a 
most  important  factor  in  the  growth  of  a  service. 
Patients  are  very  keen  to  note  the  standard  of  an 
institution. 

Before  we  definitely  diagnose  a  case,  it  has  been  the 
custom  to  be  certain  what  the  disease  is,  even  if  it 
causes  a  considerable  number  of  deferred  opinions.  The 
deferred  cases  for  the  most  part  comprise  those  patients 
on  whom  we  prefer  to  delay  making  a  diagnosis,  pend- 
ing the  outcome  of  their  blood  reaction.  For  years 
each  patient  has  been  subjected  to  a  thorough  examin- 
ation, and;  when  necessary,  he  has  been  required  to 
undress. 

Teaching  in  the  Department  plays  a  major  role. 
The  aim  is  to  develop  all  the  assistants  into  good  in- 
structors. They  are  all  given  opportunity  to  indulge 
in  section  teaching  and  to  deliver  lectures  before  the 
class  in  the  amphitheater. 

The  House  Officer  is  afforded  the  opportunity  of 
reviewing  all  his  dermatology  under  conditions  that  are 
unsurpassed  by  any  clinic  in  the  world.  He  has  also 
abundant  opportunity  to  familiarize  himself  with  physi- 
cal therapeutics  and  general  medicine  as  well. 

To  show  the  value  of  this  clinic  to  the  nurses  assigned 
here,  the  following  statistics  may  be  given :  In  a  period 
of  three  months,  a  nurse  has  the  opportunity  of  seeing 
over  5,000  new  and  old  cases,  she  has  also  opportunity 
to  administer  various  forms  of  radio-therapy,  to  remove 
growths  with  C02,  to  take  blood  for  the  Wassermann 
and  Kahn  reactions,  to  hear  interesting  cases  discussed. 

My  assistants  understand  their  moral  obligation  to 
the  clinic  and  are  so  thoroughly  institutionalized  and 
disciplined  that  they  are  like  the  gold  fish,  reared  in  the 
parlor  aquarium.  They  have  never  known  anything 
different.  But  they  are  aware,  however,  that  the  old 
slogan  of  " Virtue  is  its  own  reward"  is  outworn.  They 
note  the  powerful  social  and  pseudo-social  welfare 
organizations   rapidly   and   insidiously,   by   a   kind   of 
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phagocytotic  process,  absorbing  the  medical  profession 
to  such  a  degree  that  medicine  has  become  tainted  with 
commercialism.  This,  of  course,  can  have  but  one 
effect  on  the  psychology  of  the  individual  doctor,  and 
the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  he  will  demand  pay  for 
his  work  the  same  as  other  workers  in  another  arm  of 
this  hydraheaded  so-called  uplift  movement.  How  it 
will  eventually  terminate  I  cannot  say.  A  good  guess 
is  that  the  life  insurance  companies  and  well-entrenched 
welfare  associations  will  re-enact  the  tragedy  of  "  Little 
Red  Riding  Hood"  as  an  inconspicuous  way  of  swal- 
lowing the  medical  profession  and  a  convenient  instru- 
ment of  mass-exploitation  at  the  same  time. 

Pathological  Department. 

The  most  important  happening  in  the  laboratory  the 
past  year  was  the  appointment  of  Doctor  Mallory  as 
Professor  of  Pathology  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School. 
To  assist  him  in  teaching,  a  member  of  the  Staff,  Dr. 
C.  P.  Rhoads,  was  appointed  Instructor  in  Pathology. 
The  connection  thus  established  with  the  School  will 
mean  that  instruction  of  undergraduates  will  again  be 
undertaken  after  a  lapse  of  eight  years;  such  contact 
with  students  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  all  concerned, 
especially  to  the  younger  members  of  the  Staff  who 
expect  to  become  teachers  and  who  hitherto  have  had 
no  opportunity  for  training  in  such  work.  In  addition 
to  the  teaching  of  Harvard  students  by  the  Staff,  a 
Voluntary  Assistant,  Dr.  D.  M.  Gay,  on  a  salary  from 
Tufts  Medical  School,  has  been  giving  demonstrations 
in  gross  pathology  to  Tufts  students. 

Conferences  with  the  Medical  Services,  held  once  a 
month,  have  been  continued  and  have  grown  in  value 
and  importance  as  the  various  men  participating  in 
them  have  acquired  experience  in  the  conduct  of  such 
meetings  and  skill  in  the  art  of  presenting  their  cases. 

There  have  been  fourteen  graduate  students  in  the 
laboratory  the  past  year.  Of  these,  two,  Dr.  Khun 
Sribhishaj,  from  Siam,  and  Dr.  Jean-Marie  Perrier,  from 
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Haiti,  are  with  us  for  a  year,  being  students  of  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation.  Three  students,  Doctors  Kutt- 
ner,  Mickenfuss  and  Julianelle,  who  spent  the  summer 
here,  came  from  the  Rockefeller  Institute. 

In  our  report  last  year  we  discussed  the  problem 
of  what  to  do  with  the  Annex.  There  is  not  an  empty 
room  there  now  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how 
we  ever  got  along  without  this  building.  Downstairs, 
two  rooms  are  used  by  the  laboratory  technicians  for 
paraffin  work,  one  room  for  neuropathological  technique, 
one  room  for  the  editorial  work  of  the  American  Journal 
of  Pathology  and  one  room  is  temporarily  occupied  by 
the  Blood  Service  under  the  direction  of  Doctor  Lar- 
rabee.  Upstairs,  the  laboratory  library  occupies  one 
room,  three  other  rooms  are  utilized  for  research  work 
and  one  room  is  used  for  a  storeroom. 

The  routine  work  done  by  the  laboratory  has  increased 
in  every  department.  The  number  of  autopsies  per- 
formed, 365,  is  the  greatest  number  but  one,  397  in  1897, 
in  the  past  thirty  years.  It  is  interesting  to  note  in 
looking  over  the  past  record  of  autopsies  that  the  yearly 
number  has  reached  300  only  four  times,  namely  in  1897, 
1922,  1926  and  1927.  Such  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
autopsies  means  a  marked  increase  in  work  for  both  the 
Staff  and  technicians,  as  can  be  readily  understood. 
In  1926,  1,560  bacteriological  specimens  were  received, 
while  this  year  2,544  were  examined:  From  these  two 
sets  of  figures  it  is  evident  that  the  work  of  the  laboratory 
is  continually  increasing  and  this  warrants  again  our 
plea  for  greater  facilities  for  the  Pathological  Laboratory.

The  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory. 

On  October  13,  1927,  Francis  Weld  Peabody  died  at 
his  home  in  Cambridge.  The  loss  of  such  a  man  to  the 
medical  world  at  the  very  height  of  his  power  is  incal- 
culable. Nowhere  is  this  more  keenly  felt  than  in  the 
Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory  of  which  he  was  the 
first  Director.  It  was  in  1922  that  Doctor  Peabody  was 
appointed  Director  of  the  Thorndike  Memorial  Labo- 
ratory, starting  with  one  assistant  and  facing  uncharted 
waters  in  this  unique  experiment.  He  gave  himself 
wholeheartedly  to  the  development  of  the  institution 
and  the  direction  of  investigation  of  disease  until  the 
day  of  his  death  when  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  having 
seen  the  laboratory  successfully  launched  and  going 
ahead  under  his  direction. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  Department  Francis  Peabody 
was  faced  with  great  difficulties,  delicate  problems  of 
administration  and  countless  discouragements,  and  it 
was  only  through  his  dauntless  courage,  unswerving  per- 
sistence, selfless  idealism  and  tireless  work  that  he 
succeeded  in  demonstrating  to  the  world  of  medicine 
that  a  research  laboratory  could  be  run  in  a  great  city 
institution  —  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  Hospital, 
the  Staff  and  the  community.  In  the  five  years  of  its 
existence  the  Thorndike  Laboratory  has  become  known 
throughout  this  country  and  in  Europe.  It  was  Doctor 
Peabody  who  laid  the  foundation  of  the  laboratory  — 
who  through  wisdom  and  foresight  formulated  its 
policies  and  guided  its  destiny  toward  the  ideal.     He 
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carried  the  burden  of  the  laboratory  through  its  hardest 
years  —  from  a  time  when  the  students  scarcely  knew 
of  it  to  a  time  when  the  group  of  young  investigators 
applying  to  study  there  was  too  large  to  be  accom- 
modated. No  happier  choice  could  have  been  made  for 
the  first  Director.  Francis  Peabody  brought  to  the  task 
radiant  honesty  —  the  zeal  of  the  idealist,  true  comrade- 
ship, a  capacity  and  readiness  to  fight  battles  and  an  even 
greater  capacity  of  tolerant  understanding.  His  mod- 
esty and  sweetness  combined  with  a  rare  sense  of  humor 
made  those  who  knew  him  love  him.  He  was  by  nature 
a  good  administrator,  direct,  just,  clean  cut,  and  far 
sighted.  He  was  a  rare  teacher  and  his  style  was  clear, 
vivid,  simple  and  commanding. 

He  was  gifted  with  a  rare  intuitive  understanding 
which  accounted  in  no  small  measure  for  his  success  in 
the  art  of  medicine.  His  own  essay,  "The  Care  of  the 
Patient,"  brings  this  out  only  too  clearly.  But  to  those 
of  us  who  had  been  so  fortunate  as  to  see  him  in  his  daily 
work  with  patients,  this  essay  gives  only  a  fleeting 
glimpse  of  some  of  the  ideals  he  was  striving  for  in  his 
clinic. 

The  superb  courage  with  which  he  faced  death  — his 
determination  to  work  to  the  end  after  learning  of  his 
fatal  disease  —  at  first  in  daily  visits  to  the  hospital 
wards  and  laboratory,  later  in  conferences  with  his  Staff 
at  his  home  and  even  later  from  his  bed  —  finally  the 
triumph  of  his  spirit  over  earthly  pain  and  death  itself  — 
have  given  to  those  of  us  who  knew  him  and  loved  him  a 
renewed  faith,  a  determination  to  uphold  his  ideals  and 
the  undying  inspiration  of  his  noble  and  courageous 
life. 

From  the  viewpoint  of  publications  the  past  year  has 
been  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  laboratory. 
Several  of  the  major  investigations  were  practically 
completed  and  published.  The  hospital  list  of  publi- 
cations will  show  these  in  detail.  Study  on  other 
problems  is  still  under  way  and  a  brief  report  of  them 
follows. 
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Doctor  Peabody  continued  his  work  on  the  bone 
marrow  in  anemias  and  published  his  study  in  pernicious 
anemia.  This  paper  covered  the  changes  in  the  bone 
marrow  in  various  stages  of  the  disease  as  well  as  the 
effect  of  liver  feeding  on  the  bone  marrow. 

Dr.  Gulli  Lindh  Muller  has  continued  her  study  of 
the  effect  of  the  feeding  of  liver,  meat  and  other  organs 
on  blood  regeneration.  She  is  also  engaged  in  the  cor- 
relation of  chemical  studies  of  the  blood  with  the  find- 
ings in  the  bone  marrow. 

Dr.  W.  B.  Castle  has  continued  the  work  he  started 
under  Doctor  Peabody  on  the  bone  marrow  in  hemo- 
lytic jaundice,  pernicious  anemia,  and  various  other 
anemias.  These  studies  have  led  him  into  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  etiological  relationship  of  achylia  gastrica  to 
pernicious  anemia  and  degenerative  lesions  of  the 
spinal  cord.  His  results  of  the  effect  of  feeding  of  liver 
and  liver  extract  in  the  earliest  stages  of  pernicious 
anemia  will  be  published  soon. 

Dr.  J.  T.  Wearn  has  completed  his  study  of  the  heart 
capillaries,  and  with  the  aid  of  Miss  L.  J.  Zschiesche, 
is  now  continuing  a  study  of  the  function  of  the  the- 
besian circulation  in  normal  and  pathological  hearts. 
Drs.  A.  C.  Ernstene  and  A.  W.  Bromer  are  working 
with  him  in  a  study  of  the  circulation  of  the  lung. 

Dr.  R.  N.  Nye  has  completed  his  study  of  the  relation- 
ship of  monilia  psilosis  to  pernicious  anemia.  He  is 
now  engaged  in  an  experimental  study  of  the  effects  of 
toxins  of  certain  strains  of  scarlet  fever  streptococci 
upon  the  livers  of  rabbits.  Under  Doctor  Nye's 
direction,  Mr.  David  Seegel  has  been  engaged  in  a 
study  of  the  bacteriology  of  acute  rheumatic  fever. 

Dr.  Henry  Jackson,  Jr.,  has  just  completed  his  study 
of  the  relationship  of  protein  intake  to  renal  injury  in 
man,  and  is  now  beginning  an  investigation  of  certain 
metabolic  aspects  of  the  chemo  therapeusis  of  cancer. 

Dr.  Herrmann  Blumgart,  with  assistance  of  Dr.  J.  B. 
Campbell,  has  been  studying  the  effect  of  pituitrin  in 
diabetes  insipidus,  and  at  the  present  time  is  studying 
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the  problem  of  water  metabolism  as  suggested  by  this 
disease.  With  Dr.  Samuel  Gargle  he  is  making  deter- 
minations of  the  rate  of  blood  flow  in  anemias.  His 
studies  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Soma  Weiss  have  been 
completed  and  have  contributed  greatly  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  circulation  in  heart  disease. 

Dr.  Soma  Weiss  has  been  on  a  six  months'  leave  of 
absence  in  order  to  visit  the  laboratories  and  clinics  of 
Europe.  He  will  return  to  take  up  his  work  in  January. 
With  Doctor  Ritvo  of  the  Roentgenological  Department 
Doctor  Weiss  has  just  published  his  work  on  physo- 
stigmine  as  an  aid  in  X-ray  diagnosis  of  gastro-intestinal 
lesions. 

Miss  Sylvia  Warren  and  Mrs.  Henry  B.  Cabot,  Jr., 
continued  to  serve  as  voluntary  assistants  and  have 
assisted  Doctor  Wearn  in  a  study  of  the  capillaries  of 
the  heart.  They  have  also  worked  with  Doctor  Castle 
on  his  anemia  problem. 

A  larger  number  of  patients  have  been  treated  on  the 
Thorndike  Ward  this  year  and  in  recent  months  the 
ward  has  been  running  at  full  capacit}r.  This  result 
one  would  expect  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  the 
fourth  year  the  ward  has  been  open.  During  the  first 
years  most  of  the  members  of  the  Staff  were  engaged 
in  devising  methods.  Their  attention  is  now  turned 
more  to  patients.  Doctor  Peabody's  work,  for  instance, 
in  the  first  years  was  largely  studying  pathology  of 
pernicious  anemia,  while  during  the  past  year  his  atten- 
tion was  directed  more  to  the  treatment  of  the  disease. 

The  co-operation  with  the  other  services,  medical, 
surgical  and  special,  has  grown  steadily  stronger  and 
the  entire  Staff  of  the  laboratory  has  been  constantly 
encouraged  by  the  warm  support  of  the  Superintendent 
and  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital. 

X-Ray  Department. 
The  work  done  in  the  X-Ray  Department  during  the 
past   year   amounted   to   about    12   per   cent   increase 
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over  the  preceding  year.  This  increase  was  easily 
taken  care  of  by  the  department.  A  proportionate 
increase  during  the  next  five  years  is  also  provided  for 
by  the  floor  space  and  amount  of  equipment.  How- 
ever, with  the  rapid  expansion  of  bed  capacity  during 
the  coming  year,  our  present  facilities  will  be  just  about 
capable  of  handling  the  work.  The  work  of  the  diag- 
nostic division  has  enlarged  out  of  proportion  to  the 
other  divisions  of  the  department.  This  is  partially 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  we  are  not  as  yet  receiv- 
ing for  treatment  as  many  cases  from  other  departments 
as  we  might. 

We  now  have  complete  equipments  in  the  Haymarket 
Square  Relief  Station,  East  Boston  Relief  Station  and 
South  Department.  Supervision  is  maintained  over 
these  departments  from  the  central  headquarters.  Sup- 
plies and  upkeep  of  machines  are  supervised  by  the 
director.  Dr.  Isaac  Gerber  resigned  from  the  depart- 
ment in  December,  1926,  and  Dr.  Fred  W.  O'Brien  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  treatment  division. 

Teaching  is  now  actively  conducted  both  for  Harvard 
and  Tufts  Medical  Schools.  Clinics  are  held  practi- 
cally every  day.  We  try  to  limit  student  sections  to 
four,  so  that  the  instruction  is  practically  individual. 

There  has  been  considerable  loss  of  films  because 
physicians  are  allowed  to  remove  their  films  from  the 
department  to  the  wards.  During  the  coming  year  we 
propose  to  eliminate  this  loss  of  films  by  requiring 
receipts  from  every  visiting  physician  who  takes  cases 
from  the  department,  thus  making  him  personally 
responsible. 

We  also  propose  to  make  a  paper  print  of  the  first 
examination  in  each  fracture  case  and  another  print  of 
the  final  or  discharge  X-ray  film.  These  prints  are  to 
be  given  to  the  service  interested  for  filing  in  the  per- 
manent records.  This  procedure  will  add  to  the 
hospital  record  of  the  case  prints  of  the  fracture  on 
entrance  and  on  discharge.

Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics. 

As  during  the  preceeding  year,  the  work  of  the 
Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics  has  been  carried  on 
without  Hydrotherapy  and  a  large  number  of  the 
patients  have  been  treated  in  the  temporary  quarters 
in  the  Entrance  Building.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that 
the  new  quarters  planned  for  the  Department  in  the 
Surgical  Building  will  be  available  soon.  Here,  with 
new  and  adequate  equipment  and  plenty  of  space,  all 
branches  of  Physiotherapy  will  work  under  ideal  con- 
ditions. The  situation  of  this  section,  convenient  to 
the  Surgical  wards,  will  make  possible  the  treatment 
of  a  far  greater  number  of  bed  patients  than  ever 
before. 

Since  February,  1927,  a  charge  of  fifty  cents  a  treat- 
ment has  been  made  to  each  patient.  The  effect  of  this 
upon  the  patients  has  been  good,  and  the  financial 
result  has  been  satisfactory. 

During  the  poleomyelitis  epidemic  in  the  autumn, 
treatments  were  given  South  Department  patients, 
beginning  at  the  time  of  their  admission.  During 
October,  November  and  December  one  Staff  Aide  from 
the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics  and  two 
volunteer  workers  were  on  duty  in  the  Isolation  Ward 
and  much  treatment,  consisting  of  ultra-violet,  heat- 
massage  and  muscle  training,  was  given.

Pediatric  Department. 

During  the  year  1927,  the  Pediatric  Department 
treated  873  ward  patients.  Two  thousand  six  hundred 
eighty-four  out-patients  were  treated,  including  the 
baby-hygiene  cases.  Seven  hundred  eleven  of  these 
patients  were  also  counted  in  another  out-patient 
department.  These  out-patients  made  a  total  of  6,660 
visits  to  the  department  for  advice  and  treatment. 
One  thousand  twenty-three  babies  in  the  Maternity 
Ward  were  visited  by  the  Pediatric  Staff. 

Clinical  Laboratory. 

The  work  of  the  Department  is  definitely  divided  into 
Clinical  and  Laboratory. 

The  Department  has  supervision  over  practically  all 
the  cases  of  surgical  diabetes  in  the  Hospital  as  well  as 
supervision  over  a  good  many  of  the  cases  of  diabetes  on 
the  medical  wards.  Of  late  years  it  has  been  the  practice 
of  the  Department  to  shift  a  good  deal  of  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  care  of  medical  diabetics  upon  the  medical 
house  officers,  exercising  such  supervision  of  treat- 
ment as  may  seem  necessary.  In  addition,  the  Depart- 
ment has  general  supervision  of  a  large  number  of  cases 
of  nephritis.  Furthermore,  the  Department  has  general 
supervision  of  most  of  the  basal  metabolism  studies. 
In  addition  to  this  work  on  House  patients,  the  Labo- 
ratory Department  has  charge  of  a  Diabetic,  Nephritic 
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and  Thyroid  Out-Patient  Clinic,  which  meets  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department  twice  a  week. 

With  the  establishment  of  separate  laboratories  for  the 
medical  services,  this  Department  has  ceased  to  super- 
vise the  routine  laboratory  work  for  these  services.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Department  now  has  full  charge  of 
all  the  routine  laboratory  work  from  the  surgical  services. 
Furthermore,  the  Department  continues  to  do  special 
laboratory  work  for  all  the  services  with  the  exception  of 
the  fourth  medical  service.  During  the  past  year  1,148 
special  blood  and  urine  tests  have  been  done  on  256 
cases  of  nephritis  and  307  cases  of  diabetes,  and  in  addi- 
tion, 961  metabolism  tests  have  been  done  on  518  cases.

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Gastro-Intestinal  Service. 

The  Gastro-Intestinal  Clinic  has  shown  a  steady 
growth  and  has  more  than  doubled  in  size  in  the  last 
five  years.  The  per  cent  of  important  and  interesting 
cases  remains  verjr  high  as  in  the  past.  An  increasing 
number  of  patients  are  sent  from  the  Medical  Out- 
Patient  Clinic  for  consultation,  and  a  small  but  increas- 
ing number  from  the  Surgical  Services  are  sent  to  us 
for  medical  after  care  and  dieting  following  operations 
on  the  stomach.  A  large  per  cent  of  the  gastro-intestinal 
cases  discharged  from  the  Second  Medical  Service  come 
to  the  clinic  for  after  care,  but  there  is  still  a  lamentable 
lack  of  "follow  up"  of  ulcers  of  the  stomach  and  duode- 
num discharged  from  other  Medical  Services  in  com- 
parison with  other  chronic  diseases,  such  as  diabetes, 
anemia,  heart  diseases,  etc. 

We  have  had  more  assistants  this  year:  Namely,  one 
or  twro  voluntary  assistants  in  addition  to  the  one  or 
two  Assistant  Physicians  and  occasionally  two  or  three 
Junior  Visiting  Physicians  who  have  elected  to  work  in 
the  Clinic.  Fortunately  with  added  assistants  the 
Clinic  has  not  become  large  enough  to  prevent  giving 
a  large  amount  of  individual  attention  to  the  patients. 
Our  large  and  comfortable  quarters  never  fail  to  make 
a  good  impression  on  visitors  from  Clinics  in  other 
cities.  The  value  of  a  continuous  service  of  the  same 
doctor  to  the  same  patient  has  been  very  great.  Many 
clinic  cases  have  been  followed  for  several  years  instead 
of  for  a  fewr  weeks  or  months.  Our  printed  diet  slips 
are  well  systematized  and  are  coming  into  hospital  use 
outside  the  Clinic. 
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We  have  continued  the  practice  of  personal  examina- 
tion of  nearly  all  X-ray  films  taken  of  our  patients  and 
of  discussing  all  doubtful  cases  with  the  X-Ray  De- 
partment. In  this  way  we  secure  a  valuable  corre- 
lation of  X-ray  and  clinical  data. 

Considerable  clinical  research  has  been  carried  out. 

Doctor  White  has  been  making  cultures  from  the 
colon  wall  in  a  series  of  cases  of  chronic  ulcerative 
colitis  and  treating  them  with  vaccines  after  the  method 
of  Doctor  Bargen  of  the  Mayo  Clinic.  Doctor  Nye 
of  the  Thorndike  Memorial  has  worked  out  the  cultures 
and  prepared  the  vaccines. 

Doctors  White  and  Jankelson  are  preparing  for  pub- 
lication a  study  of  two  very  rare  cases  of  intussus- 
ception recurring  within  the  stomach  following  gastro- 
enterostomy. 

Doctors  White  and  Davidson  have  begun  a  clinical 
and  X-ray  study  of  spastic  colitis  or  irritable  colon. 

Doctors  White  and  Jankelson  are  making  a  clinical 
study  of  six  cases  of  primary  cancer  of  the  duodenum 
which  have  come  to  autopsy  or  operation  at  the  Hospital. 

Doctor  Davidson  has  been  studying  a  new  painful 
pressure  point  in  diagnosis  of  duodenal  ulcer.

Type  II  and  III  serum  was  made  in  three  lots  of  20 
cubic  centimeters  each,  making  a  total  of  120  cubic 
centimeters.  Platelet  stain  was  made  up  every  three 
months,  200  cubic  centimeters  each,  making  a  total  of 
800  cubic  centimeters.  Miscellaneous  solutions  were 
made  and  assistance  given,  which  were  not  recorded. 

A  considerable  number  of  donors  has  been  supplied 
not  only  for  use  with  patients  in  our  own  Hospital,  but 
also  for  use  in  other  hospitals  and  for  other  cases 
outside.  The  number  of  transfusions  has  fallen  off 
considerably,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  general  adop- 
tion of  liver  diet  in  pernicious  anemia  has  resulted  in 
transfusions  being  rarely  needed  in  this  disease. 

Service  for  Tropical  Diseases. 

The  case  records  of  ward  patients  indicate  that  only 
two  patients  were  treated  exclusively  by  the  Service 
during  the  year.  This  figure  is  to  some  extent  mis- 
leading because  the  Service  played  an  important  part 
in  the  treatment  of  a  few  other  cases  remaining  on 
other  services. 

No  Out-Patient  figures  are  available  because  cases 
treated  by  the  Service  are  not  catalogued  under  that 
head.  It  can  be  safely  stated,  however,  that  very  few 
Out-Patients  were  treated  by  the  Tropical  Service. 

A  number  of  consultations  were  held  with  members 
of  other  Services  both  in  the  House  and  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department. 
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A  considerable  number  of  faecal  examinations  were 
performed  by  the  Service  in  cases  in  which  it  was 
thought  that  unusual  protozoa  or  helminths  might  be 
found.  These  examinations  require  special  training  and 
better  technic  than  that  employed  in  the  ordinary 
routine. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  year  until  mid-summer 
the  necessary  visiting  was  performed  by  Dr.  A.  A. 
Hornor.  Early  in  July  the  House  Officer,  Doctor 
Knowles,  retired  after  more  than  a  year  of  service. 
No  other  House  Officer  was  appointed,  but  Dr.  Ralph 
Wheeler  of  the  Fourth  Medical  Service,  voluntarily 
undertook  to  cover  the  needs. 

Following  an  absence  of  more  than  a  year  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Harvard  African  Expedition,  which  was 
organized  for  scientific  work  by  the  Department  of 
Tropical  Medicine  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School, 
Doctor  Shattuck  resumed  his  duties  at  the  Hospital  in 
September,  1927. 

After  consultation  with  Doctor  Hornor  and  with 
Doctor  Wearn,  representing  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  a  reorganization  of  the  Service  for  Tropical 
Diseases  was  agreed  upon.  The  proposed  changes  were 
incorporated  in  a  petition  to  the  Trustees  which  they 
approved  by  letter  dated  November  22,  1927. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  find  a  man  qualified  for  the 
position  of  Resident  in  accordance  with  the  changes 
authorized. 

Cardiac  Clinic. 

During  the  year,  1927,  98  new  patients  were  referred 
to  the  Cardiac  Clinic  by  the  general  medical,  pre-natal 
and  other  clinics.  These  patients  made  a  total  of  503 
visits  to  the  department  for  advice  and  treatment. 

Department  of  Social  Work. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  continued  under  the 
direction  and  oversight  of  the  private  Committee. 

Of  the  various  phases  of  our  social  work  with  different 
groups  of  patients  brief  mention  will  be  made  of  only 
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two:  Prenatal  patients  applying  for  admission  at  the 
Out-Patient  Department  and  the  group  of  anterior 
poliomyelitis  patients  discharged  from  the  South  De- 
partment. 

Maternity  Work. 
In  addition  to  our  clinical  follow-up  and  social  case 
work  with  individual  patients  in  the  out-patient  clinic 
and  in  the  wards,  we  continued  to  supplement  the 
work  of  the  Hospital  by  interviewing  all  prenatal 
applicants  with  a  view  to  helping  to  determine  both, 
whether  they  had  the  right  of  admission  to  our  wards, 
and,  if  not,  to  try  and  direct  them  to  the  agency  where 
they  could  obtain  suitable  confinement  care  elsewhere. 
Nine  hundred  ninety-eight  patients  were  thus  inter- 
viewed, an  increase  of  342  over  the  year  1926.  Of  the 
998  patients,  803  were  Boston  settled.  Seven  hundred 
ninety-nine  of  these  were  admitted  to  the  clinic.  (These 
figures  do  not  include  departmental  transfers  from 
other  clinics;  these  averaged  10  or  12  a  month.)  The 
remaining  199  were  directed  elsewhere,  either  to  other 
maternity  hospitals  or  similar  institutions,  or  two  other 
social  agencies.  Ten  patients  decided  to  make  their 
own  plans.  This  steering  to  other  resources  of  patients 
not  eligible  to  admission  to  our  wards  is  the  most  time- 
consuming  part  of  this  admission  work.  To  be  effective, 
it  necessitates  an  extensive  knowledge  of  community 
resources.  Only  two  out  of  the  total  of  998  patients 
interviewed  raised  difficulties  or  refused  to  accept 
advice  which  was  patiently  and  considerately  offered. 


Work  with  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  Patients. 

Of  the  245  resident  cases  reported  by  the  Boston 
Board  of  Health  last  year,  60,  almost  one  quarter,  were 
admitted  to  the  South  Department.  Fifty-two  of  these 
were  dealt  with  on  discharge  by  our  social  worker. 
Eight  died  on  the  ward. 
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From  a  social  point  of  view  the  outstanding  needs 
of  these  patients  were:  (1)  Money  to  pay  for  apparatus; 
(2)  Medical  follow-up  on  discharge;  (3)  Admission  to 
other  institutions  for  those  who  could  not  receive 
adequate  care  in  their  homes. 

Forty-one  of  the  60  patients  were  supplied  with 
apparatus  while  on  the  ward  at  a  total  cost  of  $430. 
The  cost  for  each  patient  varied  from  $28  to  $3.  This 
apparatus  was  paid  for  as  follows:  Perkins  Fund, 
$108;  collected  from  relatives,  $127;  collected  from 
two  outside  agencies,  $18;  paid  for  from  our  private 
special  relief  funds,  $177. 

As  the  Hospital  has  no  orthopedic  clinic,  the  majority 
of  the  patients  needing  continuous  medical  follow-up 
were  referred  to  the  care  of  the  Harvard  Infantile 
clinics  at  the  Children's  Hospital.  Thirty-six  patients, 
including  3  adults,  were  so  referred.  Of  the  remain- 
ing 16  patients,  2  were  referred  to  the  orthopedic 
clinic  at  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  1  to  a  private 
physician,  1  to  the  care  of  an  outside  social  agency. 
Provision  for  3  patients  had  not  yet  been  determined 
at  the  end  of  our  fiscal  year. 

Of  the  9  more  seriously  crippled  children  needing 
bed  care  at  the  close  of  the  year,  1  had  been  admitted 
to  the  Robert  Brigham  and  1  to  the  Children's  Hospital, 
4  were  at  the  Wellesley  Convalescent  Home  for  several 
weeks'  care  pending  more  permanent  disposition.  Appli- 
cation for  two  or  three  of  these  had  been  made  to  the 
New  England  Peabody  Home  and  to  the  State  School 
for  Crippled  Children  at  Canton.  Our  worker  plans  to 
keep  in  touch  with  individual  children  until  as  suitable 
care  as  possible  has  been  secured. 

In  addition  to  care  on  discharge  for  these  patients, 
through  our  Recreational  Teacher  they  were  supplied 
while  on  the  ward  with  such  occupational  therapy  and 
toys  as  could  be  adapted  to  their  more  or  less  paralyzed 
conditions,  together  with  bedside  stories,  quiet  games, 
and  music.     The  latter  seemed  especially  acceptable. 
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Statistics. 

We  gave  definite  social  service  outside  the  Hospital 
to  2,945  patients,  a  monthly  average  of  568|.  Two 
thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-seven  of  these  were 
new  and  reinstated  patients.  Of  these  1,393  were 
referred  to  us  from  the  wards,  771  were  out-patients, 
while  363  were  brought  to  our  notice  through  outside 
agencies  and  individuals.  Our  case  workers  paid  a 
total  of  5,934  visits  outside  the  hospital  in  the  interests 
of  patients. 

In  addition  many  hundreds  of  ward  patients,  chiefly 
children,  were  given  library  and  recreational  service 
through  our  two  recreational  workers  and  a  number  of 
volunteers. 

The  monthly  average  of  our  paid  staff  was  23 f,  of 
social  case  workers,  15§ .

Hospital  School  for  Children. 
On  June  28,  1927,  there  were  nine  children  then 
patients  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital  for  two  months 
or  longer,  who  had  completed  the  work  required  for 
promotion  to  the  next  higher  grade.  Five  other  pupils 
received  promotion  on  trial.     During  the  year,  many 
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children  were  able  to  take  their  places  in  their  re- 
spective classrooms  after  long  absences  because  they 
had  received  instruction  in  the  fundamental  studies 
while  they  were  confined  to  the  hospital  wards. 

One  boy,  a  patient  in  Ward  T,  was  confined  to  his 
bed  for  eleven  months  during  the  school  year  1926-1927. 
In  that  time  he  studied  and  made  himself  ready  for  the 
eighth  grade.  The  same  lad  was  carried  through  the 
fifth  grade  curriculum  by  the  teacher  in  1924  when  he 
was  in  the  hospital  for  a  period  of  seven  months. 

The  annual  report  to  the  Boston  Public  School  Com- 
mittee, under  whose  supervision  the  Hospital  Class  is 
conducted,  states  that  the  average  number  of  pupils 
belonging  is  49;  and  that  the  average  number  of  pupils 
taught  daily  is  30. 

South  Department. 
During  the  thirty-three  years  that  the  department 
has  been  in  operation,  78,648  patients  have  been  received, 
nearly  all  ill  with  an  infectious  disease. 

Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station. 
This  Relief  Station  has  been  in  commission  twenty- 
six  years.  In  these  twenty-six  years,  814,432  patients 
have  been  treated.  The  number  of  patients  treated 
during  the  first  year  was  20,150  and  during  the  past 
year  27,095.  These  patients  received  28,536  days' 
treatment. 

East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
In  the  nineteen  years  that  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Station  has  been  in  operation,  226,833  patients  have 
been  treated.  For  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927, 
8,394  patients  were  treated.  These  patients  received 
24,019  days'  treatment. 

Convalescent  Home. 
During  the  thirty-seven  years  that  the  Convalescent 
Home  has  been  in  operation,  12,749  patients  have  been 
benefited. 
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The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  past  year 
was  199,  who  received  3,824  days'  treatment. 

West  Department. 
The  lease  of  the  West  Department  to  the  United 
States  Government,  which  expired  July  1,  1927,  was 
renewed.  By  the  terms  of  the  new  lease  the  United 
States  Government  took  the  property  on  July  1,  1927, 
for  the  term  ending  September  30,  1927,  with  the 
option  of  renewing  the  lease  every  three  months,  but 
in  no  case  to  extend  it  beyond  December  31,  1928. 
The  income  from  the  rental  of  the  West  Department 
for  the  year  1927  was  §38,106.25.  This  was  based  upon 
the  tax  valuation. 

Sanatorium  Division. 
The  Sanatorium  Division  (formerly  The  Boston 
Sanatorium)  which  became  a  part  of  The  Boston  City 
Hospital  on  April  1,  1927,  had  388  patients  in  the  hospital 
on  April  1  and  admitted  359  patients  during  the  months 
April  1  to  December  31,  1927  inclusive,  making  a  total 
of  747  patients  treated.  These  patients  received  101,957 
days  treatment  during  the  term  April  1  to  December 
31,  1927  inclusive.  The  Annual  Report  or"  this  Division 
is  published  in  a  separate  volume. 


Obituary. 

Dr.  Francis  Weld  Peabody,  Director  of  the  Thorndike 
Memorial  Laboratory  and  Chief  of  the  Fourth  Medical 
Service,  passed  away  in  October.  The  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  expressed  their  deep  appreciation  of 
Dr.  Peabody  and  their  great  sorrow  at  his  death  in 
these  words: 

"By  the  death  of  Dr.  Francis  Weld  Peabody  The 
Boston  City  Hospital  has  lost  a  distinguished  member  of 
its  ^taff.  As  Director  of  the  Thorndike  Laboratory, 
which  was  established  to  prove  that  the  study  of  disease 
and  research  into  its  causes  was  as  necessary  a  function 
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of  a  municipal  hospital  as  of  one  privately  endowed, 
his  success  has  become  a  part  of  the  Hospital's  history 
and  the  Thorndike  Laboratory,  under  his  guidance,  has 
occupied  a  foremost  place  among  institutions  of  its 
kind.  His  scientific  imagination,  intellectual  capacity, 
mental  balance  and  persevering  zeal,  brought  him  fame 
as  an  investigator,  while  his  generous  encouragement  of 
his  Assistants  and  his  appreciative  support  of  their 
efforts  created  an  organization  which  would  reflect 
credit  on  any  hospital.  His  brief  seven  years  of  service 
not  only  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  experiment, 
but  it  founded  a  tradition  whose  effect  cannot  be  lost. 
His  interest  never  flagged  during  his  long  illness,  and 
through  it  all  he  remained  the  directing  force.  He 
never  lost  his  sense  of  values  in  his  enthusiasm  for 
research,  and  in  his  relations  with  his  patients  he  was 
pre-eminently  the  good  physician.  He  healed  when  it 
was  possible,  but  always  he  comforted.  He  was  an 
eminent  teacher,  for  he  sensed  the  difficulties  of  his 
students.  Never  didactic,  he  showed  them  the  way  to 
solve  their  own  problems.  Meanwhile,  he  instilled  the 
highest  ideals  of  the  art  of  medicine.  His  life  was  one 
of  steady  growth  and  ever  widening  influence.  His 
attractive  personality  and  forgetfulness  of  self,  his 
sympathy  and  understanding  helpfulness,  bound  his 
colleagues  to  him  with  the  strongest  ties  of  affection. 
Young  men  found  in  him  an  inspiration,  while  the  older 
leaders  of  the  profession,  in  which  he  had  become  a 
master,  saw  in  him  the  bearer  of  the  torch  which  they 
were  laying  down.  His  life  must  be  measured,  not  by 
the  number  of  his  years,  but  by  the  record  of  his  ac- 
complishment, and  by  the  heritage  of  his  example. 
His  character  combined  the  strong  qualities  of  his  New 
England  ancestry,  softened  by  tolerance  and  charity, 
and  nowhere  was  it  better  shown  than  in  the  courage 
with  which  for  months  he  faced  the  inevitable  end. 

The  Trustees  of  The  Boston  City  Hospital,  in  placing 
on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  high  qualities  of  the 
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man  and  of  his  work,  wish  to  express  their  realization 
of  the  great  loss  which  the  community  has  suffered. 
They  share  the  sorrow  of  the  multitude  of  his  friends, 
and  extend  to  his  family  their  heartfelt  sympathy." 

It  is  a  cause  of  sorrow  to  report  the  death  of  Dr. 
Bradford  Kent,  Physician  to  the  Convalescent  Home, 
who  passed  away  in  April,  1927,  after  a  lingering  illness. 
His  first  appointment  in  the  hospital  service  was  a 
House  Officership  at  the  South  Department,  beginning 
in  May,  1902.  Since  June,  1916,  he  has  given  con- 
tinuous service  as  Physician  to  the  Convalescent  Home. 

The  accidental  death  of  Dr.  Wallace  Everett  Hatch, 
Surgical  House  Officer,  which  occurred  in  October,  was 
a  great  shock  to  all  who  knew  him.  His  interneship 
began  in  May,  1927.

Changes  in  the  Hospital  Rules. 

The  following  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Rules : 

Rule  2  was  changed  to  permit  of  an  unlimited  number 
of  Consulting  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  also  to  create 
two  additional  positions  for  Assistant  Visiting  Physicians 
for  Physical  Therapeutics. 

The  title  of  Resident  Anesthetist  was  changed  to  that 
of  Assistant  Resident  Surgeon. 

A  Resident  Physician  was  added  to  the  Neurological 
Service. 

The  Service  for  Tropical  Diseases  was  reorganized  by 
eliminating  the  position  of  House  Officer  and  creating 
the  position  of  Resident  Physician  for  Tropical  Diseases, 
who  serves  jointly  the  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory 
and  the  Service  for  Tropical  Diseases. 

At  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  title  of  Assistant 
Superintendent  has  taken  the  place  of  Superintendent. 
Also  the  visiting  hours  there  have  been  changed. 

Gifts  and  Bequests. 
During  the  past  year  several  checks,  all  amounting  to 
the  sum  of  $1,877.65,  were  received  from  the  estate  of 
Dr.  Albert  N.  Blodgett.  These  were  added  to  the  Albert 
N.  Blodgett  Fund,  the  income  of  which  is  used  to  pro- 
vide special  nurses  for  needy  patients. 
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Through  the  executors  of  the  will  of  the  late  Dr. 
Herbert  E.  Buffum  of  Somerville,  it  was  learned  that  the 
Hospital  is  named  as  a  legatee  in  Doctor  Buffum's  will. 

Doctor  Buffum,  Medical  House  Officer  at  this  Hospital 
in  the  year  1897,  died  in  Somerville  in  August,  1927. 
His  will  provides  for  the  payment  of  a  few  legacies,  the 
remainder  of  the  estate  being  held  as  a  trust  fund  for  the 
benefit  of  the  members  of  his  family.  After  the  demise 
of  these  beneficiaries,  and  the  payment  of  certain 
legacies,  the  remainder  of  the  Trust  Fund  is  to  be  divided 
equally  between  The  Boston  City  Hospital,  the  Boston 
Lying-in  Hospital  and  the  Massachusetts  General  Hos- 
pital— "all  these  institutions  being  held  in  grateful 
memory"  by  him  "for  assistance  in  any  success" 
that  he  attained. 

The  Charitable  Irish  Society  sent  a  check  of  $50  to 
be  used  for  the  poor  and  needy  at  the  Sanatorium 
Division. 

The  Legal  Stamp  Company,  Inc.,  awarded  to  the 
Hospital  $20  in  their  contest.  This  was  added  to  the 
fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  used  for  employment  of 
special  nurses  for  needy  patients. 

Many  gifts  have  been  received  for  the  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  Hospital  patients  through  the  Department 
of  Social  Work. 

To  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  whose 
unfailing  and  generous  support  has  made  possible  the 
accomplishments  of  the  past  year,  the  Trustees  are  truly 
grateful. 

They  also  wish  at  this  time  to  express  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  splendid  work  of  the  Superintendent  and  his 
Assistants  throughout  the  year.

Boston  City  Hospital,  January  2,  1928. 
To  the  Trustees: 

Gentlemen, —  I  present  herewith  the  annual  report 
of  the  Hospital  Department  for  the  year  1927. 

On  June  1,  1864,  The  Boston  City  Hospital  was 
opened  for  the  admission  of  patients.  Since  that  time 
the  number  of  house  patients  treated  in  the  different 
departments  has  been  679,361  and  the  number  of  out- 
patients, 2,490,293.  The  table  on  page  89  shows  the 
number  of  patients  who  have  been  treated  in  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  during  the  last  ten 
years.

On  September  16,  1927,  17  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were 
transferred  to  the  South  Department  from  the  Main 
Hospital.

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The  tables  of  disbursements  in  this  report  show  the 
expenditures  of  the  Hospital  Department,  excepting  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  for  the  year  1927.  Tables  No.  1 
and  No.  2  show  the  disbursements  in  various  subdivi- 
sions with  per  capita  costs.  Table  No.  2  shows  the 
hospital  proper  combined  with  South  Department  to 
form  the  main  hospital.  Table  No.  3  shows  the  expendi- 
tures according  to  the  budget  classification.  Table  No.  4 
shows  the  detailed  disbursements  in  various  subdivi- 
sions. Table  No.  5  is  a  conparison  of  the  census  and 
expenditures  for  the  past  five  years.  Table  No.  6  is  a 
statement  of  the  revenue  received  from  all  sources 
during  the  year. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  for  Hospital 
Department,  in  the  various  branches,  have  been  $2,049,- 
075.25  and  the  disbursements  have  been  made  as  follows:

The  Hospital  proper  has  eleven  subdivisions,  the 
Hospital  (wards)  proper,  Out-Patient  Department, 
Pathological  Laboratory,  Thorndike  Memorial,  X-Ray 
Department,  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics, 
Department  of  Immunology,  Blood  Laboratory,  Clinical 
Laboratory,  Department  of  Oral  Surgery,  Department 
of  Social  Work. 

The  expenditures  for  the  South  Department  for 
infectious  diseases,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station, 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station  and  the  Convalescent 
Home  are  kept  in  separate  tables. 

The  average  weekly  expenditure  per  ward  patient  in 
the  Hospital  proper  was  $30.19;  at  South  Department, 
$27.75;     at    the  main    Hospital  (Hospital   proper    and 
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South  Department  combined),  $29.73.  At  the  Con- 
valescent Home  the  average  weekly  expenditure  per 
patient  was  $31.79. 

The  expenditure  per  visit  per  out-patient  at  the 
Hospital  proper  was  71  cents;  at  the  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station,  $2.58;  at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station, 
$1.59. 

The  expenditure  per  person  for  uncooked  food  sup- 
plies in  all  the  Hospital  Departments  was  $3.45  per 
week  or  49  cents  per  day. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Hospital  Department 
have  been  $2,049,075.25,  but  the  net  cost  to  the  city 
for  maintaining  it  was  only  $1,787,823.24. 

The  maximum  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital 
proper  on  any  one  day  was  996  as  against  905  in  the 
previous  year.  The  minimum  number  was  740  in 
comparison  with  658  for  the  previous  year.  The  daily 
average  during  the  year  was  861.5  and  the  average 
length  of  stay  was  13.8  days. 

There  have  been  treated  in  the  various  out-patient 
departments  at  the  Hospital  proper  49,059  patients. 
Other  statistics  may  be  found  elsewhere,  including  the 
visits  of  out-patients,  rate  of  mortality,  work  of  ambu- 
lances, census  of  days'  board  for  all  persons,  the  nativity 
of  patients  admitted,  and  physical  condition  of  patients 
when  discharged. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was 
1,782.  This  does  not  include  the  statistics  of  the  South 
Department,  but  only  the  Hospital  proper.

This  percentage  of  deaths  is  for  the  total  number  of 
patients  treated  in  the  Hospital.     The  deaths  occurring 
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within  forty-eight  hours  of  admission  (657)  were  37  per 
cent  of  the  whole  number  of  deaths  (1,782). 

During  the  past  year  22,819  patients  were  treated 
in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  proper,  49,059  as  out- 
patients; 210  at  the  Convalescent  Home,  2,380  at  the 
South  Department;  at  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief 
Station  2,647  were  treated  in  the  wards  and  24,448  as  out- 
patients, and  at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  173 
were  treated  in  the  wards  and  8,221  as  out-patients, 
making  a  total  of  109,747  who  have  received  the  bene- 
fits of  the  hospital  in  all  departments,  excepting  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  where  747  patients  were  treated 
during  the  term  April  1,  1927,  to  December  31,  1927, 
inclusive.  The  210  Convalescent  Home  patients  are 
not  included  in  the  total  treated  because  they  are 
counted  in  the  totals  of  the  other  departments,  they 
being  transferred  from  the  other  departments. 

During  the  past  year  22,726  persons  applied  for 
admission  at  the  Hospital  proper.  Of  this  number 
22,075  were  admitted  and  651  rejected.  This  number 
rejected  was  2.9  per  cent  of  all  persons  applying,  and 
the  causes  or  rejection  appear  in  the  table  of  applicants 
not  admitted  on  page  63. 

There  were  282  self-rejected  or  deferred.  Of  these, 
100  were  admitted  within  three  days  and  40  were 
admitted  later.  There  were  127  denied  admission 
because  they  had  a  state  settlement,  but  of  these  37 
were  admitted  within  three  days  and  20  were  admitted 
later.  Six  hundred  eighty  were  rejected  for  lack  of 
accommodation,  but  of  these  70  were  admitted  within 
three  days  and  231  still  later.  Eighty  were  refused 
admission  because  they  did  not  reside  within  the  city 
limits,  but  17  of  these  were  admitted  within  three  days 
and  16  later.  Three  were  denied  admission  on  account 
of  lack  of  information  that  they  were  suitable  applicants, 
but  of  these  all  were  admitted  later.

Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Miss  Ellen  C.  Daly,  Superintendent  of  Nurses, 
writes  as  follows  of  the  year's  work  in  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses: 

Seventy-two  pupils  entered  the  preliminary  class. 
Of  this  number,  forty-six  became  members  of  the  school. 

Two  hundred  and  ten  pupils  from  affiliating  schools 
have  entered  for  special  courses;  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five  of  these  received  certificates.  Our  number 
of  affiliating  schools  is  now  twenty. 

The  addition  to  the  Vose  House  provides  one  of  the 
finest  homes  for  nurses  and  makes  it  possible  to  house 
all  nurses  under  one  roof. 

Many  additions  have  been  made  to  our  classroom 
equipment  —  the  new  science  laboratory  and  the  bel- 
opticon  machine  being  the  most  outstanding. 

With  the  exception  of  three  vacancies,  all  our  positions 
for  graduates  are  filled. 

Due  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  hospital,  we  are  still 
in  need  of  a  larger  number  of  pupils. 

Changes  in  the  Staff  of  Executives  and  Medical 
Assistants. 

Harry  L.  Denoon,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  Resident  Anesthetist, 
resigned  in  June,  and  Alexander  J.  A.  Campbell,  M.  D., 
was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  Allan  L.  Davis,  M  .  D., 
Resident  Surgeon,  resigned  to  enter  upon  private 
practice,  and  Alexander  J.  A.  Campbell,  M.  D.,  whose 
title  had  been  changed  from  " Resident  Anesthetist'' 
to  "  Assistant  Resident  Surgeon,"  was  appointed 
Resident  Surgeon. 

N.  Paul  Hudson,  M.  D.,  Research  Assistant  in  Pathol- 
ogy, resigned  in  March.  Cornelius  P.  Rhoades,  M.  D., 
First  Assistant  in  Pathology,  was  then  made  Research 
Assistant,  Harold  E.  MacMahon,  M.  D.,  Second  Assist- 
ant in  Pathology,  was  made  First  Assistant,  and  Robert 
A.  MacKeen,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  Second  Assistant  in 
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Pathology,  to  begin  in  July.  Norman  Found,  M.  D., 
substituted  as  Second  Assistant  in  Pathology  during  the 
period  from  March  to  July. 

The  following  Resident  Assistants  in  Pathology 
completed  service  during  the  year:  Charles  L.  Swan,  Jr., 
M.  D.,  twelve  months  ending  January  3,  1927;  Charles 
DeF.  Lucas,  M.  D.,  eleven  months  ending  June  14,  1927; 
Emil  A.  Falk,  M.  D.,  eleven  months  ending  December 
1,  1927. 

Francis  Weld  Peabody,  M.  D.,  Director  of  the  Thorn- 
dike  Memorial,  passed  away  in  October  after  a  lingering 
illness. 

In  September  the  following  changes  were  made  in  the 
Staff  of  the  Thorndike  Memorial:  The  position  of  William 
B.  Castle,  M.  D.,  Resident  Physician,  was  changed  to 
that  of  Assistant  in  the  Thorndike  Memorial,  and  the 
position  of  Arthur  C.  Ernstene,  M.  D.,  was  changed 
from  that  of  Assistant  Resident  Physician  to  that  of 
Resident  Physician.  George  P.  Robb,  M.  D.,  was 
appointed  Volunteer  Assistant  in  the  Thorndike  Memo- 
rial for  a  year,  beginning  September  first.

Station.  George  Robbins,  M.  D.,  was  then  appointed 
Assistant  Resident  Surgeon  at  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Station.

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HOUSE   RULES. 


WITH    RULES     FOR    ADMISSION,     GOVERNMENT    AND     DIS- 
CHARGE  OF   patients;   ALSO   RULES   FOR  VISITORS. 


House  Rules. 

The  doors  and  gates  of  the  Hospital  will  be  closed  at 
10  o'clock  in  the  evening,  at  which  time  all  inmates, 
excepting  Head  Nurses  (who  are  permitted  to  remain 
out  until  12  o'clock  midnight),  shall  be  quiet,  and 
all  not  on  duty  shall  be  in  their  rooms,  unless  otherwise 
specifically  permitted. 

All  officers,  nurses  and  employees  of  the  Hospital, 
when  going  and  coming  to  and  from  the  Hospital,  shall 
enter  and  go  out  by  the  Entrance  Office,  and  by  no 
other  entrance.  Such  officers  and  employees  as  are 
required  shall  use  the  time  register  and  method  of 
booking  that  the  Hospital  rules  require. 

A  record  shall  be  kept  of  all  persons  entering  the 
Hospital  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  in  the  evening 
and  7.30  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

No  employee  shall  be  absent  from  the  Hospital 
except  when  permitted  by  special  rules  or  by  the 
Superintendent. 

When  requesting  leave  of  absence  for  health  reasons, 
an  employee  must  present  a  recommendation  from 
some  member  of  the  Hospital  Visiting  Staff,  certifying 
to  the  necessity  for  such  absence. 

No  officer,  nurse,  male  nurse  or  other  employee  shall, 
directly  or  indirectly,  receive  money  or  other  gifts  from 
or  in  behalf  of  patients,  except  with  the  approval  of 
the  Superintendent. 

The  use  of  tobacco,  wine  and  intoxicating  liquors  is 
prohibited  within  the  Hospital,  unless  prescribed  by  the 
Visiting  Physicians  or  Surgeons. 
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All  profane  and  improper  language,  loud  talking  and 
incivility  are  prohibited. 

All  employees  shall  observe  such  further  rules  and 
directions  for  their  conduct  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  established. 

Admission  of  Patients. 

No  person  having  acute  venereal  disease  or  alcoholism 
shall  be  admitted  unless  his  condition  is  urgent,  except 
as  a  paying  patient. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  whose 
case  is  judged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent 
symptoms  which  are  deemed  capable  of  being  relieved. 

Persons  with  state  settlements,  unless  they  stand  in 
need  of  immediate  relief,  are  to  be  referred  to  the 
State  Hospitals. 

Patients  settled  in  other  cities  and  towns  in  Massa- 
chusetts are  to  be  referred  to  their  own  city  or  town  for 
treatment,  Boston  cases  being  given  the  preference. 

Unsettled  cases,  if  resident  in  Boston,  may  be  ad- 
mitted as  paying  patients. 

Patients  may  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Hospital  at  such  rates  of  board  as  the  Trustees  may 
from  time  to  time  by  vote  determine,  payment  for  such 
cases  being  secured  by  the  friends  of  the  patient  or  by 
the  authorities  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  patient 
is  legally  settled. 

Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  the  circum- 
stances of  the  patient  will  warrant  it,  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  the  board  shall  be  paid. 

If  separate  apartments  or  articles  not  usually  fur- 
nished at  the  Hospital  are  furnished,  such  payment 
shall  be  made  therefor  as  the  Trustees  shall  deem 
reasonable. 

Persons  non-resident  and  not  settled  in  Boston  are  to 
be  admitted  only  as  private  patients,  i.  e.,  paying 
patients  in  private  rooms. 

All  accident  or  emergency  cases  shall  be  received  at 
all  hours,  night  or  day,  irrespective  of  settlement. 
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In  all  cases  where  any  question  arises  as  to  the  treat- 
ment of  newly  admitted  or  other  patients,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  House  Officer  to  consult  with  the  executive 
on  duty  in  regard  to  such  treatment  until  the  arrival 
of  the  Visiting  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Admitting  Physician,  the 
condition  of  a  newly  admitted  patient  is  sufficiently 
urgent  to  demand  the  attention  of  the  visiting  staff,  he 
shall  so  notify  the  House  Officer  and  shall  direct  him  to 
call  his  Visiting  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

In  case  alcoholic  drink  is  administered  to  a  patient 
before  or  after  placing  him  in  the  ambulance,  or  by  any 
other  than  Hospital  employees  before  the  arrival  of  the 
ambulance,  the  same  is  to  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
Admitting  Physician,  and  a  record  of  the  fact  made  in 
the  clinical  record  book.  This  rule  covers  cases  brought 
by  conveyances  other  than  Hospital  ambulances. 

Government  of  Patients. 

Patients  shall  implicitly  observe  all  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital. 

Patients  shall  be  in  their  proper  places  in  the  wards 
during  the  visits  of  the  Visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
and  always  before  7.30  o'clock  in  the  evening,  unless 
specially  excused  by  the  Superintendent. 

Such  free  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing 
and  perform  such  other  services  as  may  be  reasonably 
required  of  them. 

No  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  grounds  without  a 
pass  from  the  Superintendent,  nor  leave  his  ward  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Nurse  in  charge. 

No  patient  shall  purchase,  or  cause  to  be  purchased 
for  him,  any  article  of  food  whatsoever,  nor  any  other 
article,  without  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Profane  and  obscene  language,  loud  talking  and 
incivility  are  prohibited. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  clergymen  of  their  own 
selection,  and  any  wish  for  the  performance  of  a  par- 
ticular religious  rite  shall  be  granted  when  practicable. 
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Complaints,  for  whatever  cause,  may  be  made  to  the 
Superintendent,  and  whenever  requested  shall  be  by  him 
reported  to  the  Trustees. 

Discharge  of  Patients. 

Patients  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Superintendent. 

Upon  the  request  of  patients  discharged  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Visiting  Physicians  or  Surgeons, 
they  shall  be  provided  with  a  certificate  stating  their 
condition  at  the  time  of  discharge,  whether  cured, 
relieved  or.  not  relieved,  which  certificate  shall  be  signed 
by  the  Superintendent. 

Whenever  a  patient  is  removed  from  the  Hospital 
without  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent,  a  written 
statement  to  that  effect  shall  be  required  from  any 
person  assuming  the  responsibility  of  the  removal. 

Visitors. 

No  person  shall  visit  any  part  of  the  premises  except 
on  business,  or  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  for  the 
reception  of  visitors,  without  the  permission  of  the 
Superintendent  or  of  some  one  of  the  Trustees. 

Daily,  from  2  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  friends 
may  be  permitted  to  visit  patients,  though  no  patient 
shall  receive  more  than  two  visitors  at  that  hour;  and 
from  6  to  6.30  o'clock  on  each  week  day  friends  may  be 
permitted  to  visit  patients,  though  no  patient  shall 
receive  more  than  one  visitor  at  that  hour.  Children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  prohibited  from  visiting 
the  Children's  Wards.  In  all  cases,  however,  the 
Trustees  and  the  Superintendent  may  exercise  dis- 
cretionary powers  as  to  excluding  or  admitting  visitors. 

When  visitors  are  admitted  outside  the  regular 
visiting  hours  they  shall  not  be  permitted  to  remain 
more  than  half  an  hour,  unless  a  special  permission 
to  remain  longer  is  granted. 

All  visitors  shall  leave  the  Hospital  when  the  bell  rings 
at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 
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No  visitor  shall  take  any  meal  in  the  Hospital,  or 
pass  the  night  therein,  without  permission  of  the  Super- 
intendent or  one  of  the  Trustees. 

No  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  give  any  article  of  food 
or  drink  to  a  patient  except  by  permission  of  the  Nurse; 
and  any  article  sent  to  a  patient  shall  be  left  at  the 
Entrance  Office.

SPECIAL  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE   SOUTH   DEPARTMENT. 


The  department  of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  located 
on  the  westerly  side  of  Massachusetts  avenue  shall  be 
designated  as  the  South  Department  of  The  Boston  City 
Hospital.  It  shall  receive  patients  who  require  treat- 
ment for  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  and  other  contagious  diseases  as  may  be  deter- 
mined from  time  to  time  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Superintendent  and  Medical  Director  of  the 
Hospital  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees,  have 
the  general  control  and  management  of  this  department 
in  the  same  manner  as  of  other  departments  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  rules  of  the  Hospital  shall,  so  far  as  applicable, 
and  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  apply  to  the  various 
officers  and  employees  and  to  the  conduct  and  manage- 
ment of  this  department. 
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SPECIAL  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  HAYMARKET  SQUARE  AND  THE  EAST 
BOSTON   RELIEF   STATIONS. 


The  Boston  City  Hospital  Relief  Stations  are  estab- 
lished not  as  hospitals,  but  as  departments  of  The  Boston 
City  Hospital  for  temporary  relief,  and  the  rules  and 
methods  prevailing  now  in  the  Hospital  shall,  so  far  as 
applicable,  and  not  inconsistent  with  special  rules,  apply 
to  the  Relief  Stations. 

The  Stations  shall  afford  temporary  relief  in  all  classes 
of  accident  and  disease.  They  shall  be  open  at  all  hours 
for  patients  requiring  treatment  or  attention.  Patients 
requiring  ward  treatment,  whether  received  at  the 
Stations  or  taken  up  in  ambulances,  shall,  so  far  as  is 
consistent  with  their  welfare,  be  forthwith  transferred 
or  carried  to  the  Hospital  for  extended  treatment,  but 
ward  accommodations  shall  be  afforded  patients  whose 
condition  is  such  that  they  cannot  properly  be  trans- 
ferred. Patients  may,  however,  if  it  is  deemed  desirable, 
be  transferred  by  the  ambulances  to  other  hospitals  or 
to  their  homes.  First  treatment  may  be  afforded  at  the 
Stations  although  the  applicants  are  not  such  as  require 
ward  treatment. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  shall  have  the 
general  administration,  management  and  control  of 
the  Stations,  the  same  as  of  other  departments  of 
the  Hospital. 

The  Superintendent  shall,  once  a  year,  nominate  for 
confirmation  by  the  Trustees  a  Resident  Surgeon  and 
one  or  more  Assistant  Resident  Surgeons  for  each 
Station;  and  shall  appoint  and  employ  or  detail  for 
service  in  each  department,  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
be  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Trustees  or 
of   the   proper   committees,    a    Matron,    a   Supervisor, 
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Nurses,  Male  Nurses  and  such  other  minor  employees  as 
may  be  required  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Station, 
who  shall  be  subject  to  his  supervision. 

The  various  officers  and  employees  of  the  Stations 
shall  perform  such  duties  other  than  those  specified  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Trustees  or  the  Superintendent, 
according  to  the  nature  of  their  respective  duties.  The 
Resident  Surgeons,  the  Matrons,  Supervisors,  and  such 
other  officers  as  may  be  so  required,  shall  reside  at  the 
Stations. 

Patients. 

Alcoholic  and  insane  patients  shall  not  be  received 
unless  there  is  surgical  or  medical  complication  making 
hospital  treatment  absolutely  necessary. 

No  patient,  after  being  admitted  to  the  wards,  shall 
leave  the  Station  until  his  discharge  without  a  pass  from 
the  proper  officer,  nor  shall  he  visit  other  parts  of  the 
Station  without  permission. 

Ward  patients  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Superin- 
tendent or  the  Resident  Surgeon. 

Ambulance  Service  at  the  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station. 

The  ambulance  service  of  the  Station  shall  be  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  Resident  Surgeon,  and  shall 
co-operate  with  that  of  the  Hospital  with  which  it  shall 
form  one  general  system.  Ambulances  shall,  in  response 
to  calls,  be  dispatched  from  the  Station  or  the  Hospital 
as  the  exigency  may  require.  The  utmost  dispatch 
shall  be  exercised  in  the  ambulance  service,  so  far  as  is 
consistent  with  a  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  patient 
and  the  interest  of  the  public. 

Ambulances  shall  in  general  be  sent  from  the  Station 
or  the  Hospital  at  least  upon  a  general  alarm  to  all  fires 
occurring  in  the  city  proper  and  in  such  further  districts 
as  may  be  determined  upon. 

An  ambulance  shall  be  held  during  the  hours  of  the 
day  in  complete  readiness  to  make  immediate  response 
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to  calls,  and  shall  be  kept  in  condition  to  make  prompt 
response  to  calls  at  any  time  of  the  night. 

A  House  Officer  shall  accompany  the  ambulance,  shall 
direct  its  course  and  shall  have  direction  of  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  patient  until  received  at  his  destination. 

The  foreman  of  the  ambulance  service  at  the  Hospital 
Station  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  Ambulance  Depart- 
ment of  the  Station  from  time  to  time,  but  the  immediate 
carrying  out  of  directions  shall  be  under  the  assistant 
foreman  at  the  Station. 

Ambulance    Service   at   the   East   Boston   Relief 

Station. 
The  rules  and  methods  prevailing  in  the  Haymarket 
Square  Relief  Station  ambulance  service  shall,  so  far  as 
applicable,  be  effective  in  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station 
ambulance  service. 
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SPECIAL  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  CONVALESCENT  HOME. 


The  department  of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  located 
on  Dorchester  avenue,  in  Dorchester,  shall  be  known  as 
the  Convalescent  Home>  and  shall  receive  such  patients 
recovering  from  acute  diseases  as  shall  be  transferred 
to  it  from  the  Main  Hospital  for  treatment  during 
convalescence. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Trustees,  have  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Convalescent  Home  in  the  same  manner  as 
of  other  departments  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Superintendent  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Trustees,  a  Matron,  and  shall  employ, 
under  their  direction,  such  further  assistants  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  and  service  of  the 
home. 

The  Matron,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, shall  have  the  immediate  charge  of  the  home  and 
the  control  of  all  nurses  and  other  employees  and 
patients.     She  shall  reside  at  the  Home. 

Visitors. 

Friends  may  be  permitted  to  visit  patients  daily 
between  three  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  In  all 
cases  the  Trustees,  Superintendent  and  Matron  may 
exercise  discretionary  powers  as  to  excluding  or  admitting 
visitors. 

Visitors  shall  leave  the  Home  and  grounds  at  the 
expiration  of  the  visiting  hour,  and  shall  visit  no  part 
of  the  Home  or  grounds  other  than  the  reception  room, 
except  by  permission  from  the  proper  authority. 

No  person  shall  give  any  article  of  food  or  drink  to  a 
patient  unless  by  permission  of  the  Matron.
